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Cold Weather 
Lessens Ohio

Weather Bureau 
Revising Expected 
River Crests 


MARIETTA, O,, Jan. 29 —</'P»— 
Bitter winter weather today eased 
the ponderou s sweep of a three- 
state Ohio Riv er flood—bu t 7,000 
still were homeless and nine were 
dead. 
Su b-freezing temperatu res cau s­ 
ed raging Ohio Riv er tribu taries 
to crest 12 hou rs ahead of time and 
two to three feet below the ex ­ 
pected top. 
This redu ced the flood threat to 
dow n-riv er commu nities. The U. 
S. W eather Bu reau at Cincinnati 
said it was cu tting down the depths 
it ex pected the Ohio to reach at 
cities westward toward the Mis­ 
sissippi Riv er. 
Au thorities said hardships from 
the w eather were not pronou nced 
at Marietta a few hou rs ahead of 
the 44-foot crest that is rolling 
down from Wheeling, W. Va , on 
a schedu le which shou ld bring it 
here by noon or before. 
Marietta members of the 166th 
Infantry , Company F, Ohio Na­ 
tional Gu ard, patroled 
flooded 
downtown and residential streets 
to prev ent looting. The gu ardsmen 
u sed rowboats. 
The only places in this riv er 
city where heating gas was shu t 
off were ev acu ted bu ildings and 
the 100 block of Green Street. 
The riv er stood at 43.6 feet early 
this morning and rose less than 
one-tenth of a foot an hou r. Flood 
stage is 35 feet. 
Snow 
flu rries 
swirled 
ov er 
flood-plagu ed 
Ohio 
du ring 
the 
night and earlier today . The m er­ 
cu ry stood well below freezing. 
This cau sed the Scioto Riv er to 
crest at Chillicothe 12 hou rs a- 
head of 
schedu le at 26.75 feet. 
Riv ermen had predicted 28 feet. 
The Hocking Riv er crested last 
night at Athens at 18 .3 feet, abou t 
eight inches u nder the anticipated 
crest, and then began falling. 
Scores of Ohio roads still were 
inu ndated, howev er. 
The cold weather added to gen­ 
eral misery in the flood area.

administering a Korean armistice. 
The hint was cry ptic and indirect 
It came du ring a meeting of staff 
officers on tru ce su perv ision at 
which the U. N. Command report­ 
ed “orogress was being made.” 
In another tru ce meeting, how­ 
ev er, Reds flatly rejected an Al­ 
lied plan for ex changing prison­ 
ers. The Commu nists were prom pt­ 
ly 
told 
they 
“mu st 
contribu te 
something” if an agfeement is to 
be reached. 
The Chinese hands-off hint was 
made by a North Korean du ring 
discu ssion of an 18 -page U. N. pro­ 
gram for su perv ising the tru ce. 
Tho Allied plan prov ided that civ il 
administration of the Red half of 
a demilitarized zone wou ld “ be 
the join1 responsibility of the su ­ 
preme com mander of the Korean 
Peoples Armv and the Command­ 
er of the Chinese People’s Volu n­ 
teers.” 
North Korean Col. Chang Chu n 
San, principal Red staff officer, 
asked that the word “joint” and 
the phrase “Commander of the 
Chinese People’s Volu nteers" be 
stricken. This wou ld leav e adm in­ 
istration of the area ex clu siv ely 
in the hands of North Koreans. 
Brig. Gen. William P. Nu ckols, 
U. N. Command spokesman, com­ 
mented “if this is an indication” 
the Chinese don’t want to hav e 
any thing to do with adm inister­ 
ing an armistice “it is the first time 
to my knowledge.” 
There was no implication that 
’he Chinese considered w ithdraw ­ 
ing their troops du ring an arm is­ 
tice. 
Reds protested proposed rota­ 
tion of 75,000 U. N troops a month 
du ring the armistice. The Com­ 
mu nists said they were astonished 
at the figu re. Reds originally had 
objected to any rotation bu t later 
agreed to 5,000 a month. 
Nu ckols cau tioned against op­ 
timism ov er the work of staff 
officers. 
“The items discu ssed today and 
on which tentativ e agreement was 
ex pressed are largely non-contro- 
v ersial,” he said.

lives of many pneumonia victims, 
some people have the notion that 
nobody dies of pneumonia these 
days. It’s true that the death toll 
from the 
infectious disease has 
fallen about 75 per cent in the last 
two decades,

still among the leading causes of 
death in this country.

former years, fatalities 
from pneumonia are among the 
very young and the old.

tor despite a “bad cold” that hung 
on. For, while the doctor can now 
treat certain types of pneumonia 
with 
drugs 
like 
penicillin 
and 
aureomycin, it is imperative that 
correct 
diagnosis 
be 
made 
and 
treatm ent begun in an early stage 
of the illness. 


Pneumonia is an infectious dis­ 
ease which attacks the lungs. The 
pneumonia germs settle in the air 
pockets which make up the lung 
mass and interfere with the lung’s 
normal 
function 
of 
transferring 
oxygen into the blood stream lor 
distribution throughout the body. 
Besides depriving the body of its 


lull oxygen supply, the germs also 
produce poisons which get into 
the sick person’s blood stream. 
There are various types of pneu­ 
monia, caused by different kinds 
of 
pneumonia 
germs. 
But 
the 
symptoms of all types are similar 
and 
their 
appearance 
demands 
prompt medical attention. Pneu­ 
monia symptoms include a severe 
shaking chill followed by fever, 
pain in the chest which grows 
sharper after coughing, difficulty 
in breathing, and sometimes blood- 
tinged sputum. 
The treatment of pneumonia va­ 
ries 
for different 
types of the 
disease. When a person shows any 
symptoms 
which 
might 
mean 
pneumonia, the doctor should be 
called at once While waiting for 
the doctor, the patient should be 
kept warm, but he should never 
be given medications like aspirin, 
cough medicine, or any other rem ­ 
edy, without the doctor’s advice. 
If the illness is pneumonia, the 
doctor can best decide whether the 
patient should receive hospital or 
home care. Where someone cares 
for a pneumonia patient at home, 
the doctor’s instructions should, of 
course, be followed to the letter. 
We do not yet have a specific 
drug to prevent pneumonia, but 
''vc do know that people who are 
well-nourished 
and 
who 
guard 
against chilling and extrem e fa­ 
tigue seem to have more resistance 
to the pneumonia germs. If, de­ 
spite healthful living, pneumonia 
should strike, prompt medical at­ 
tention gives the victim his best 
chance of recovery.

during the day and red fusee flares 
similar to those use 1 on highways 
and 
railways 
during

darkness. These signals will be 
placed near the wind-T or seg­ 
mented circle of airfields. 
Airport managers and aviation 
school operators are urged to save 
their used oil and place it in a 
steel drum or other large metal 
container so it can be readily set 
4 afire. 
With few ex ceptions, all civil 
aircraft based within an Air De­ 
fense Sector where hostile aircraft 
have 
been 
identified 
will 
be 
grounded during the actual per­ 
iod of attack. 
Planes with radio will be w arn­ 
ed and ordered to land by that 
method, but planes without radio 
equipment will have to rely on vis­ 
ual signals. Realizing that friendly 
civil planes will show up on radar 
• scopes as well as those of the 
enemy, all pilots seeing these re­ 
call signals should immediately 
descend to not more than 1000 feet 
above the terrain and continue at 
that altitude until a landing can 
be made at the nearest airport. 
This will permit the m ilitary to 
vector defending aircraft to their 
targets with as little confusion as 
possible.

Small and dainty , the prints are 
spaced wider and are a bit larg er 
than a cat’s, and sho w the claws, 
as a cat track nev er do es. Rey nard 
pro bably was denned u p as the 
sno w fell, bu t no w hu ng er has 
pained his belly and he is o u t no s- ' 
ing aro u nd fo r a rabbit o r mo u se, 
staple 
items in the fo x ’s 
diet. 
Fru its, berries and insects are eat­ 
en du ring the mo nths they are 
av ailable. 


Bre’r Fo x is kno wn to all by 
sig ht, bv sto ry and by 
nu rsery 
rhy me. The red fo x is also kno wn 
to u s—by its co lo r phases—as sil­ 
v er. black and cro ss fo x . Many a 
man has paid a fancy price fo r the 
fo x ’s hide so a fancy lady mig ht 
wear 
a 
silv er 
fo x 
neckpiece. 
Actu ally this is a red fo x that has 
chang ed co lo r. The g rey fo x is 
no t mu ch v alu ed fo r its fu r; it’s a 
larg er animal bu t its fu r is co arser. 
Generally , the g rey fo x prefers 
w arm er climates and is mo re co m­ 
mo nly fo u nd in the so u th and west 
than the red. Bo th are fo u nd here 
in Misso u ri— to the delig ht and 
ex asperatio n o f Misso u rians. Fo x es 
do no t prefer deep wo o ds, no r do 
they like wide prairies, altho u g h 
they may be fo u nd in bo th places. 
The fo x , like mo st o ther wildlife, 
is mo st at 
ho me in the 
“in-be­ 
tween” ; that is, in the edg e g ro wth. 
The clearing s, where the bru sh 
g ro ws lo w and where there is 
access to meado w-likc places is 
where mo st wildlife is to be fo u nd 
—particu larly if there is water 
nearby . And the fo x is at ho me o n 
farms near 
thickets and 
co pses, 


hiding by day , ro aming by nijjht. 


Many a tale has been to ld o f the 
hu nting o f fo x es. Pro bably mo st 
o f y o u hav e read “The Vo ice o f 
Bu g le Ann,” with its 
hau nting 
v isio ns o f the nig hts by the cam p­ 
fire, the male talk, the passing ju g 
and the smell o f stro ng to bacco 
bu rning , while the belling o f the 
ho u nds came wailing do wn the No ­ 
v ember wind. There are tales o .f 
stu bbo rn men who hav e pu rsu ed a 
fo x fo r day s. All o f u s kno w o f 
do g s that hav e limped ho me o n raw 
pads after a three-day pu rsu it o f 
an elu siv e fo x . It’s as American 
as co rn po ne, and decidedly mo re 
like o u r way o f life than riding to 
the ho u nds o f a mo rning . There is 
a fru ntier co u rag e in facing the 
nig ht alo ne, fo llo wing y o u r ho u nds 
acro ss wild dark co u ntry , and su re 
o f o nly o ne thing —that the fo x is 
befo re y o u . 


Hu nters will arg u e the v irtu es 
o f the different fo x es, so me fo r the 
g rey and so me fo r the red. Pretty 
g enerally , tho u g h, it is co nceded 
that the red fo x is 
g amiest. His 
g rey co u sin—ev en with its bag o f 
tricks—g o es to g ro u nd qu icker and 
nev er o ffers the lo ng , delig htfu l 
chases o f the ro d fo x . Bu t if the 
do g s are slo w, the swiftness o f the 
g rey fo x will qu ickly lo se them. 


In natu ral climes and times, the 
indiv idu al fo x seldo m rang es be- 
y o u nd a ten-m ile area. They den 
in ro ck fissu res, u nder stu m ps o r 
ho les du g in banks. The y o u ng are 
bo rn in the early spring , M arch o r 
April, and nu m ber fro m three to 
nine in a litter. Bo th parents care 
fo r the y o u ng 
and 
are 
v ery 
so licito u s 
abo u t 
them. 
Adu lts 
weig h fro m six to eig ht po u nds. 


Fo x es hav e few enemies o ther 
than the man with a trap. Eag les, 
wo lv es and ly nx es will prey o n 
them in reg io ns w here these are 
fo u nd, bu t in Misso u ri it is the 
hu nter by his nig ht fire, alo ne o r 
in a lau g hing g ro u p alo ng 
so me 
wild ridg e, who , with his faithfu l 
h u nds is the chief adv ersary to ­ 
day . It is mo re a co ntest o f wits 
than a du el o f natu ral enemies, 
fo r the ardent 
fo x hu nter 
feels 
clo sely akin to his qu arry . The fo x 
o ften o u tsmarts the pack, and then 
the ho llo ws echo back to the listen­ 
ing circle o f hu nters, the baffled 
rag e o f the ho u nds o n the still nig ht 
air. 


There is no mo re thrilling so u nd
